There  are  two'  items  in  this  week's  paper  of  direct 
interest  to  management.  The  main  one,  of  course,  is 
the  AMA  EDP  Conference.  In  past  years  this  has  been 
a  worthwhile  annual  event,  which,  while  not  omitting 
technical  interests,  has  placed  primary  emphasis  on 
management.  One  of  last  year's  most  interesting 
points  was  made  by  Donald  Pine  of  A.O.  Smith  Corp. 
In  talking  of  conversions  he  said  ''Everything  seeming¬ 
ly  complex  went  well,  everything  seemingly  simple 
was  horribly  complex."  This  was  the  style  of  factual 
conference  information  that  allows  managers  to  plan 
their  operations.
